HULK OF LA SALLE’S CRAFT 


REPORTED FOUND BY CANADIANS 


Commission Authorized to Salvage 


Wreck of Le Griffin in Georg- 
ian Bay. 
By the Associated Press. 

SEHGUANDAH, Ont., Aug. 25. 
—The hulk of the first commer- 
cial vessel to ply the Great Lakes 
has been discovered in Mississagi 
Strait, off Manitoulin Island, in 
Georgian Bay. 

A commission of three Canadi- 
ans,-after inspection of the craft, 
announced today they are con- 
vinced the vessel was the Le Grif- 
fin, commanded by a Danish pilot 
named Lucas, which was lost in a 
storm 251 years ago. The commis- 
sion has received permission from 
the Ontario Department of Public 
Works to salvage the wreck. 

The Le Griffin was the boat in 
which Rene Robert, Sieur de la 
Salle, expected to find an opening 
from the Great Lakes to the Mis- 
sissippi River. After sailing lakes 
Erie and Huron, La Salle, in 1697, 
took on a load of furs at Washing- 
ton Island, Lake Michigan, and 
started it back to Niagara in charge 
of the Dane and five seamen. 

The vessel was last seen as gales 
drove it through the Straits of 
Mackinac.

NEW YORK, Aug. 25. — The 


Dornier Co. of America received 
a cablegram from Germany today 
saying that Capt. Von Gronau, the 
German flyer who has crossed the 
North Atlantic, would come on to 
New York from Halifax. Officers 
of the company said they had re- 
ceived no word from Von Gronau 
as to the time of his arrival and 
had not yet arranged for his re- 
ception here. 

The ship, they said, must land 
on water and Von Gronau probably 
would descend at either North 
Beach, Long Island, or at the bat- 
tery. 

Flyers Reached Nova Scotia Yes- 
terday; Weather Bad. 
By the Associated Press. 

QUEENSPORT, Nova Scotia, 
Aug. 25.—Capt. Wolfgang Von 
Gronau, German aviator,'and his 
three companions waitedhere to- 
day, ‘after a flight across the At- 
lantic, for Weather conditions to 
improve before continuing their 
journey to the United States, 

Their ultimate destination in the 
United States was not announcéd, 
but the next stop is to be Halifax, 
about 180 miles away, where the 
flyers plan to take on fuel and oil. 
They arrived here yesterday from 
Cartwright Bay, Labrador, about 
600 miles distant. 

Their plane, a big Dornier Wal 
flying boat, one of two used by 
Roald Amundsen in his 1925 Arctic 
expedition, appeared over the har- 
bor here at 1:45 p. m. yesterday, 
completing the flight from Labra- 
dor in six hours and 45 minutes. 
But for a heavy fog blanket and 
incomplete weather charts, Von 
Gronau explained, they would have 
gone directly to Halifax. 

The aviators left the Island of 
Sylt in the North Sea on their 
transatlantic flight last Monday, 
keeping their destination § secret. 
They flew to the Faroe Islands, 
thence to Reykjavik, Iceland, 
where they announced they were 
returning to Germany. 

Left Iceland Friday. 

Friday the plane left Reykjavik, 
but chose a course toward Green- 
land instead of toward Germany, 
and after reporting position occa- 
sionally by radio landed at Ivigtut, 
Greenland, in the afternoon. Fuel 
had been sent on there and Satur- 
day morning the plane continued 
to Cartwright Bay, Labrador. De- 


parture from Cartwright Bay was. 


at 7 a. m. Sunday morning. 
The flight from Cartwright to 
Queensport Harbor is about 600 


miles. The Germans made the 
distance in eight hours and 25 min- 
utes. All the way across the At- 
lantic they maintained an average 
speed of 85 miles an hour, but fog 
slowed them down to about 70 on 
the flight here. 

During the trip they were re- 
ported over the Magdalene Islands, 
225 miles from Halifax, over St. 
Paul‘s Island, north of Cape Ber- 
ton, and over North Sydney, Nova 
Scotia. 

Von Gronau said, aside from the 
fog, they met with no difficulties 
on the flight. 

The trans-Atlantic crossing is the 
third westward crossing of the 
North Atlantic, the other two, how- 
ever, having been nonstop cross- 
ings. They were-that of the Bre- 
men, carrying Capt. Hermann 
Koehl, Baron von Huenefeld and 
Col. James J. Fitzmaurice, and 
that of the Southern Cross, cap- 
tained by Wing Commander Charles 
Kingsford-Smith. The first ended 
at Greenley Island, Labrador, and 
the second at St. John’s, N. F.

PARIS, Aug. 25.—Twenty Paris 
dressmaking establishments are ex- 
expected to join in the prosecution 
of two Americans, Mrs. Caroline 
Davis and Mrs. Ida Oliver, . who 
have been accused of violating the 
law by copying Frénch frock mod- 
els for American firms. 

The case may have its first hear- 
ing this week, although, because of 
the complexity of the litigation, it 
is likely to drag.

The case will 
be stoutly defended, however, with 
the two American women contend- 
ing that modes always have been 
in the open market and that no 
theft is involved in copying.

SQUADRON IN LAKE ERIE 
WAITING TO SMUGGLE LIQUOR 


Coast Guard Commander Asks for 
Planes to Help Locate 
Ships. 
By the Associated Press. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 25. —Un- 
molested today in the Canadian wa- 
ters of Lake Erie are four, possibly 
five ocean-going steamers laden 
with liquor. All are awaiting fa- 
vorable opportunities to discharge 
their cargoes to small boats, which 
will dash through the American 
cordon of Coast Guard: boats, if 
possible, and land cargoes on the 
shores of New York, Pennsylvania 
or Ohio. 

The situation was brought to the 
attention of Washington by M. W. 
Rasmussen, commander of the 
Coast Guard in this district, who 
asked that Coast Guard ‘headquar- 
ters send airplanes as eyes for the 
liquor chasers he commands. 

Coast Guard boats, 75 in number, 
have been mobilized in American 
waters between points opposite 
Port Burwell, Ont., and Long Point, 
Ont. Much uncertainty exists as to 
the exact location of the big liquor 
carriers, for they move ab6ut, car- 
ry their own smaller boats, loaded, 
and are prepared to send them to- 
ward the American shore at favor- 
able opportunities. 


PARACHUTE LANDS PLANE 
SAFELY IN TEST AT DETROIT 


Apparatus Weighing Less Than 
100 Pounds Used;. Pilot 
Alights in Tree.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 25.—A 
parachute device to bring airplanes 
safely to the ground in emergen- 
cies operated successfully in a test 
conducted here today. 

The apparatus, carried in a tube 
beneath the fuselage, lowered a 
plane from a. height of 2000 feet 
over Grosse Ile airport. The plane 
went down easily, the pilot giving 
no attention to the controls. It 
finally dropped into a tree, adding 
a hazard which those in charge of 
the test had not contemplated.

German Papers Paid Tittle Atten- 
tion to Flight at Beginning.

BERLIN, Aug. 25.—The feat of 
the Germans, led by Capt. Wolf- 
gang von Gronau, in flying across 
the Atlantic, was only scantily re- 
ported by the German press. Their 
arrival in Greenland and Labrador 


was treated as secondary news. 
Only today did two of the morn- 
ing newspapers report arrival of 
the flyers in Halifax with front- 
page banner lines. 

Gronau, who was born Feb. 25, 
1893, entered the navy in 1911. 
After 1915 he devoted himself ex- 
clusively to seaplane flying. At the 
end of the World War he had 
risen to the rank of First Lieuten- 
ant. As head of the Army Com- 
mission charged with trying out 
new seaplanes he is credited by 
experts with many advances’ in 
German seaplane-construction. 

Assistant Pilot Edouard Zimmer 
is 26 years old. He was graduat- 
ed recently from the Commercial 
Pilots’ School of the island of 
Sylt, of which Gronau is the head 
teacher. Zimmer comes from 
Darmstadt. | 

It now develops that Gronau, 
with Eduard Zimmer, Franz 
Hack and Fritz Albrecht, recent- 
ly made an extended flight © over 
North Germany, evidently in prep- 
aration .for their trans-ocean at- 
tempt. 

Moritz Dornier told the Associ- 
ated’ Press at Friedrichshafen that 
Von Gronau’s seaplane, used in his 
flight from Europe to North 
America, is the same machine used 
by the English flyer, Courtney, in 
his attempted flight to America in 
1926. Courtney was forced down 
at sea and was towed home. 

Gronau’'s flight came just a year 
later than he had planned. When 
he landed on Iceland July 17, 1929, 
it was disclosed today, that he had 
intended to continue to America, 
but the German Transportation 
Ministry ordered him to desist, | 
whereupon he returned by way of 
Edinburgh.

DROUTH SITUATION BETTER.

Chief Found on Ontario Island 


Discoverers Think He Was Buried 500 to 1000 
Years Ago — Marks on Trappings’ 
Antedate French Explorers.

LA GLOCHE ISLAND, GEOR- 
GIAN BAY, Ontario, Aug. 25,—An 
Indian chief buried with . alj his 
treasures 500 to 1000 years ago has 
been found by archeologists of the 
McDonald-Warren Foundation ex- 
pedition exploring ancient graves 
in this area. 

The skeleton will be removed to 
the Warren Foundation at Three 
Oaks, Mich., together with. the 
treasures taken from the grave. 

Dr. George R. Fox, archeologist, 
who headed the party of scientists 
that came here from Chicago last 
month aboard the yacht Mispah, in 
command of Eugene F. McDonald, 
Chicago explorer, yachtsman and 
radio manufacturer, unearthed the 
skeléton after days of labor, aided 
by a crew of excavators. 

That the Indian was of an era 
of civilization unknown to the 
white man is the belief of Dr. Fox 
and Dr. Aivin Laforge, Chicago. 
because of the bear tooth necklace, 
a shel] necklace, stone heads an‘ 
arrow and spear heads which ¢‘d 
not bear any markings except those 
of the Indian tribes which inhabit- 
ed this section prior to the coming 
of the French and English explor- 
ers. 

The absence of glass beads, silver 
ornaments, cloth, iron implements 
and other trinkets common to the 
graves of Indians known to have 
been friendly with white traders 
and trappers, is considered further 
proof that the Indian unearthed by 
the expedition was of an age long 
before this land was trod by white 
persons. 

The discovery tvas made after a 
long steel probe struck a stone 
cairn buried in the sand.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25. — In- 
dividual population reports on the 
48 states were completed today by 
the Census Bureau, with revised 
summaries from some New York 
and New Jersey cities showing 
substantial increases. 

New York City was shown to 
have held 6,981,927 persons on 
April 2, an increase of 1,361,879, 
or 24.2 per cent, over 1920. The 
State population was 12,619,503, 
an increase of 2,234,276, or 21.5 
per cent. 

The New Jersey .State total was 
4.028.027, an increase of 872,127. 
or 27.6 per cent. Newark, the 
largest city. was reported to have 
a population of 442,842, an in- 
crease of 28,318, or 6.8 per cent.

Total Collections for Year $3,040,145,733, Rise 
of $101,091,357 — Hoover’s Hope for Con- 
tinuing Reduction Borne Out.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—In- 
come taxes and other internal rey- 
enue receipts showed a aubstan- 
tial increase for the fiscal year just 


ended, despite the 1 per cent income

A preliminary statement by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue set the 


total collections for the 12 months t 


ending June 30 at $3,040,145,733, 
an increase of $101,091,357 over 
the preceding year’s receipts. Of 
the total, $2,410,259,230.was in in- 
come taxes. accounting for almost 
$79,000,000 of the increase.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Mis- 
souri, during the Government 
June 30, 
paid $62,023,891.39 into the Fed- 
eral Treasury in income and mis- 
cellaneous taxes, the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau announced today. 
This was a decrease of $3,827,721.42 
in comparison with collections in 
1929 when Federal internal rev- 
enue collections in the State 
amounted to $65,851,612.81. 

The First Missouri <S8t. Louis) 
district srccounted for $49,077,- 
189.17 of the State’s total in the 
fiscal year just ended. In 1929 
collections of this district amount- 
ed to $51,705,2 $.52. The decrease 
was 5 per cent. Income taxes in 
the St. Lov‘: district aggregated 
$38,378,084.16, and miscellaneous 
taxes, $10,699,105.01. ‘ 

Total collections in the Sixth 
Missouri (Kansas City) district 
amounted to $12,946,702.22 in 1930 
as compared with $14,146,216.29 in 
1929. The decrease war 8 per 
cent. ‘*ncome taxés amounted to 
$12,163,824.92 and miscellaneous 
taxes to only $782,877.30 in the 
Kansas City area in 1930. 

The total .income tax for the 
State was $50,541,909.08 in 1930. 
Of th*’s $30,645,474.71 was from 
corporations and $19,896,434.37 
from individuals. 

More than two-thirds of ‘the 
State’s miscellaneous taxes came 
from the manufactured ~ tobacco 
and snuff factories in the St. Louis 
area. This tax amounted to $8,- 
762.439.76, and was exceeded only 
by North Carolina and Ohio. The 
State’s contribution to the Federal 
cigar tax was $120,019.70; the cig- 
arette tax, $64,056.03; bonded in- 
debtedness and capital stock issues 
taxes, $162,278.04; capital sales 
tax, $48,763.51: taxes on produce 
futures, $120,534.52; estate taxes, 
$1,275,161.20; admission taxes, 
$22,686.63; playing card tax, 
$868.20.

rounding it, many incidents would 
have been avoided. The dangerous 
excitement to which they led was 
kept at a high pitch until the eve

Incitements in Press. 


“B—The mandatory government 
agrees with the commission of in- 
quriy that this state of mind was 
maintained by cormtinual  incite- 
ments of the Jewish, and more es- 
pecially of the Arab local press.

The printed report 
troller Nolte showing in detail the 
financial transactions and status of 
tle city for the fiscal year ended 
April 7, 1930, was issued today. 

In the letter of transmittal to 
the Board of Aldermen, Nolte 


stated that the deficit in the mu- 
nicipal revenue fund was‘ $193,- 
711.26, having been reduced from 
$1,085,648 at the beginning of the 
last fiscal year. 

The reduction in deficit, he said, 
resulted from an increase of 
$429,120.74 in municipal revenue 
receipts and a decrease in revenue 
fund disbursements and appropri- 
ations. The deficit had been caused 
largely by the expenditure out of 
general revenue otf more than $1,- 
000,000 for erection of the new 
Poiice Headquarters building and 
$500,000 for coinpletion of the rew 
Civil Court House. 

In the year ending last April 7; 
expenditures for the Police De- 
partment were $957,510.57 less 
than in the preceding year, despite 


a charge of $210,137.55 for the po- 


lice pension fund. 


Assets and LAabilities. 

The city redeemed $3,963,000 of 
maturing bonds, taking the money 
out of sinking funds accumulated 
in the treasury for the purpose. 

At the end of the year the city 
had $23,040,018.03 cash in the 
hands of the Treasurer and de- 
posited in banks, and its sinking 
fund investments totaled $5/226,- 
000. Delinquent general and spe- 
cial taxes totaling $5.212,921.80 
were listed among assets. 

The city’s total assets, including 
real estate and improvements val- 
ued at $218.383,567.54, were given 
as $256.284,953.85. Liabiiities in- 
cluded $73,376,000 bonds outstand- 
ing, and the excess of assets over 
liabilities was $147.262,089.66. 

How Money Was Spent. 

The cost of the city government 
for the year, exclusive of public 
schools, was $32,076,302.20, dis- 
tributed as follows: Public library, 
$551,626.97: art museum, $452,- 
630.48; zoological park, $354,- 
929.02; water works, $3,313,156.46; 
interest and public debt, $5,380,- 
553.60; all other municipal pur- 
poses, $22,023,405.67. 

Total receipts. from taxes and 
other sources were $31,631,693.02, 
distributed as follows: Public li- 
brary, $540,475.50; art museum, 
$270,248.81; zoological park, $325,- 
046.31: water works, $3,986,.063.28; 
interest and public debt revenue, 
$4,340,796.90: all other municipal 
purposes, $22,169,062.22. 

Specifie tax rates for interest 
and public debt, public library, art 
museum and zoological park are 
included in the total city rate. 

The total assessable value of all 
taxable property in the city is $1,- 
286,982,005.50. A table gives this 
valuation by years, beginning with 
1878, the valuation in that year 
having been $179,708.760. The to- 
tal tax rate in that year was $2.80, 
compared with $2.69 last year. 

Tax-exempt property owned by 
religious and educational institu- 
tions, association and city, State 
and Federal governments is valued 
at $125.838,550 for land and $98,- 
744,030 for improvements, a total 
of $224,582,588. 

Bond-isgsue expenditures in the 
fiscal year were $8,160,363.60, as 
follows: Public building, $6.464,- 
959.07; waterworks, $886.856.92; 
municipar airport, $808,547.61. Pro- 
ceeds from the sale of bonds for 
these purposes were $21.091,550.

ORTIZ RUBIO SANCTIONS DEBT 
TREATY MADE FOR MEXICO 


President Approves Settlement 
Signed With International 
Bankers’ Committee.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 25.—Presi- 
dent Ortiz Rubio issued a state- 


ment yesterday expressing his com- 
plete accord with the agreement 
made by Montes de Oca, Minister 
of Finance, and Thomas W. La- 
mont, as chairman of the Interna- 
tional Committee of Bankers on 
Mexico, for adjusting the coun- 
try’s foreign debt.

BRITISH LABORITES STIRRED 
OVER BIRTH OF ROYAL BABY 


Woman M. P., in Speech, Com- 
pares ldfe of Infants to That of 
Workers’ Children.

GLAMIS, Scotland, Aug. 25. — 
Britain's new royal baby, born 
Thursday to the Duchess of York, 
has stirred some of Labor’s Left 
Wing members to comparisons be- 
tween the lot of royal infants and 
that of their poverty-stricken in- 
fant subjects. 

At the annual Keir Hardie 
memorial demonstration Saturday 
at Cumnock, Ayrshire, Miss Mary 
Sherman, Laborite, said the royal 
baby “would never have to face 
the question of living on 5, 3 or 2 
shillings a week.”

STILL UNKNOWN 


It Is Thought Demands Are 
Impossible of Acceptance 


and Mahatma Will “Stick | 


It Out.’

SIMLA, India, Aug. 25. — Sir 


Tej Bahadur Sapru, Indian leader, 
who has engaged in talks with 
Mahatma Gandhi and other. im- 
prisoned Nationalist leaders with 
a view to abandonment of the civil 
disobedience campaign, arrived 


here today in response to an urgent 
cajl from his colleague, M. Jaya- 
kar. 

He and Jayakar conferred for 
two hours immediately, their con- 
versation, it was believed, taking 
up details of Jayakar’s confer- 
ences with Viceroy Lord Irwin 
since his arrival here Thursday 
from Poona, where he saw the im- 
prisoned Gandhi. 


On the shoulders of the Viceroy | 


and of Jayakar, and now of Sir 
Tej, has lain the burden of nego- 
tiations built around Gandhi's 
terms for settlement of the dis- 
obedience movement and, to judge 
from the worried mien of each, thé 
burden has not rested there well. 
“Many Obstacles Ahead.” 

“There are many obstacles to be 
overcome before both sides are 
satisfied,”” Jayakar told the Asso- 
ciated Press. “The negotiations 
have been proceeding exactly a 
month and five days and none can 
say how much longer they will con- 
tinue. 


“I came here from seeing Gan- | 
dhi at Yeroda Prison, Poona, ex- | 


pecting a yes or no, but there is 
no telling whether I shall have 
either. , But. L .well realized when 


‘Sir Tej and I agreed to undertake 


the mission that it would not be 
a task of a day and, of course, I 
am, going to see it through.” 

The Viceroy, although in excel- 
lent health, all too plainly feels 
the responsibility which is his. His 
features show his anxiety and his 
conversation indicates his eager- 
ness to have matters restored to 
a normal basis. He is most in- 
quisitive and during a. 40-minute 
talk with the Associated Press cor- 
respondent inquired the writer's 
views, what he had seen and 
thought of the home rule cam- 
paign in Calcutta, Bombay and 
other parts of India. 


Viceroy Mentions Gandhi.: 


The Viceroy insisted on the de- 
tails of such incidents as police 
charges with staves. He referred 
to Gandhi several times and, al- 
though the Viceroy is never quot- 
ed, 
he thinks Gandhi 
but altogether on 
track. 

It is no breach of confidence to 
gay that the Viceroy still holds 
virtually the same views as when 
he recently addressed the two 
houses of the Indian Legislature 
and referred to the forthcoming 
reund-table conference at London 
as a sustained effort to discover 
once for all “the more excellent 
way in which India and Britain, 
to benefit from each, can saik to- 
gether.”

There is much specuigtion as to 
just what the letter from Gandhi 
to the Viceroy says and as to what 
terms it lays down. The general 
‘guess is, however, that the de- 
mands are impossible of accept- 
ance and that Gandhi as well as 
Jawaharlal and Motilal Nehru are 
determined to stick it out some 
time yet. 

Jayakar said he saw Gandhi day 
after day while he was at Poona 
and that he had no complaint to 
offer as to his imprisonment. Not 
once, he said, did Gandhi express 
and unkind word against any indi- 
vidual or bemoan his predicament. 

“He is a man in a million,” Jay- 
akar said, “although, as is well 
known, 1 disagree with his civil 
disobedience campaign. He is one 
of the most patient, one of the 
most considerate souls I have ever 
met.” 

Another consideration likely to 
delay the negotiations is the iill- 
ness of Pandit Motilal Nehru. Ob- 
servers see weeks of bargaining 
ahead.

SCHOOL PUPILS URGED 
TO ENROLL FRST DAY 


About 89,700 Expected to 
Start Term Sept. 2; Super- 
vision System to Be Used. 


When the S8t. Louis public 
schools open for the. new term, a 
week from tomorrow, the enroll- 


ment is expected to be about 39,- 
700, compared. with 89,172 on open- 
ing day last year. This allows for 
the normal rate of increase. 

The average dapy attendance is 
about 90,000. School officials are 
urging parents to enroll their chil- 
dren on the first day, instead of 
delaying. The total registration of 
individual pupils last year reached 
116,276. The difference - between 
the total and the daily average is 
normal, due. to children who re- 
main in schoo] only brief periods. 

There will be 153 schools in 
operation—a white and a Negro 
teachers’ college, five white and two 


Negro vocational school, four white 
and two Negro intermediate 
schools, 117 elementary schools for 
whites and 19 for’ Negroes, this 
Classification including the various 
special schools, 

The Columbia School, southeast 
corner of Garrison and St. Louis 
avenues, will be the only new 
school building to be put into serv- 
ice. .-It has 14 rooms and a ca- 
pacity of 630 pupils. Its cost was 
about $300,000, including furnish- 
ings.’ This replaces an old-fash- 
ioned building ~which was destroyed 
by the tornado on Sept. 29, 1927. 

About 3048 principals and teach- 
ers are expected to be on duty. 
Many of them will gather at Soldan 
High School auditorium next Mon- 
day at 10 a.m.to hear Superin- 
tendent of Instruction Gerling out- 
line educational policies for «the 
new year and describe-the signifi- 
cant developments of last year. 

Beginning Monday, the reorgan- 
ization plan for supervising instruc- 
tion, which was approved by the 
Board of Education in July wpon 
Gerling’s recommendation, will be 
effective.

Tonsils and Adenoids 
OOD and air are two essentials 

F without which life is not pos 
sible for long. ; 

And of the two, air is the more 
immediately important, since one 
may eurvive for weeks withou: 
food but only a minute or two 
without air. 

Air is normally taken into the 
body through the nose and foog 
through the mouth, and Nature 
has safeguarded these two portals 
of entry to the body with many ip. 
genious defenses. 

But things will go wrong ang 
then the body labors under disaq. 
vantages. How prevalent are de. 
fects of the nose and throat has 
been brought to light by the re. 
search division of the Milbank me. 
morial fund. 

In 100,000 adult, white, native. 
born males, it was found that ip 
the 20-year-old-age group more 
than 35 per cent of those examined 
suffered defects. 

With advancing age the preva. 
lence of both “types of defects 
tended to decline, those of the nose 
less rapidly than those of the 
throat. 

The nose septum (partition) is 
formed of cartilage and bone and 
does not alter much with age. The 
tonsils, however, are formed out 
of so-called lymphoid tissue, a tis. 
sue which is most prevalent in 
the body at infancy and youth, and 
which tends to shrink as the per- 
gon grows older. 

Marked obstruction of the up- 
per breathing tract, the nose and 
throat, leads to mouth breathing, 
which in turn results in a series 
of other physical defects and 
structural changes. 

Diseased‘ tonsils, recent studies 
have shown, may cause disease of 
the heart, kidneys, joints and oth- 
er systems of the body. 

Both of these defects are of im- 
portance at all ages, but particu- 
arly so in the growing ages. If at 
the age of 20 more than 35 per 
cent of those examined show these 
defects, it can safely be stated that 
the prevalence in the ages below 
20 is greater still. 

This study points to the need 
for greater attention and care of 
the defects in the nose and throat 
of the young.
